This supplemental response is fj-led in reply to the Office 
Action dated 25 November 2003, having. a shortened statutory period 
for reply of One (1) month. 

Applicants filed an Amendment on 06 November 2003 in response 
to a requirement for an election of sp-cies confined in the Office 
Action dated 06 August 2003* In that Amendment f \ Applicants elected 
with traverse the method of adheaion prevention utilizing a 
polyoxaester/glycolide copolymer havinr a first divalent repeating 
unit derived from 3, 6-dioxaoctanedioic acid (structure IA of claim 
1) , and second repeating units derived from ethylene glycol 

(structure II of claim 1) and glycoJ.ir\., (itiuctv v u III of claim 1) . 
As shown in Example 2, a polyoxaester hcmcp-lv rui*; is prepared from 
the methyl esters of 3, 6-dioxaoctanedi»; ic acid .yid ethylene glycol. 

The structure of such polymer is shown c.t page 37 of the 
application. The homopolymer then is reacted further with glycolide 
unc!er conditions to form a polyoxaester/glycolide copolymer. 
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In the Office Action dated 25 November 2003, the Examiner 
acknowledged that the response filed on 06 November 2003 appeared to 
be a bona fide response to the Office Action dated 06 August 2003, 
but that Applicants inadvertently failed to elect a barrier species. 

In response thereto, Applicants hereby elect the species where the 
barier is a liquid. • Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1-15 
and 23-24 read on this elected species.. 

In the Office Action dated 25 November 2003, the Examiner also 
requested copies of all the references cited in the PT0 form 1449 
filed on 09 February 2001. Applicants will provide copies of these 
references in a separate paper to be filed shortly. 

Applicants respectfully submit that foregoing is a complete 
response to the office action dated 25 November 2003. Applicants 
further respectfully submit that claims 1-24 are patentable and 
respectfully request a notice of allowance to that effect.
